The citizens of the quiet town of 


and during that time, of course, bad carried on 


the authorities and law abiding citizens to 


the best citizens of that place bad gained his ill 


On Saturday the 2d inst., Graham and some 


ing whisky, and during that time, it was planned 
by himself and friends, that an attack should be 
made on his enemies in Sparta on the 5th. 
Murder was hinted at by them, and incendiarism 
openly spoken of. During this time, an honest 
farmer was in the room, who appeared to be 
considerably under the influence of liquor—so 
much so, indeed, that Graham and the others 
thought he wovld not understand the drift of 
their conversation—but in this they were mis 
taken; for the old man plaioly heard all they 
said, and remembered it too. As soon as an 
opportunity presented itself, the farmer went to 
a wagistrate’s office, aud informed that. officer 
of what he had overheard. The citizens were 
_ promptly informed of the plot, and made im. 
mediate preparations to be upon their guard. 
A vigilance committee was organized, and the 
strictest wateh kept upon Grabam and his asso- 
ciates. 

On the morning of the 4th, Graham went to 
Chester, twenty miles distant, with the ostensi- 
ble parpose, as has been proved, of informing 
friends he had in that locality to meet him in 
Sparta on the following day for the purpose of 
murdering one or two of the prominent citizens, 
and burning some valuable property While in 
Chester, he formed the acquaintance of a strang- 
er, who, we think, gave bia name as Hutchins. 
Graham and his new acquaintance (it is thought 
by some that have been known to each- 
other for two or three years,) played cards dur- 
ing the whole of the eusuing night. The form- 
er laid-a loaded revolver upon the table before 
bim, and swore that he would shoot any person 
who interfered with him. It is thought that the 
authorities of Chester did not know he was in 
the town, or itis probable he would have been 
arrested, as he was driven from that place a 
few months before for some of his desperate 
acta. 

Early on the following morning, be started 
ou his return to Sparta, and his partner of the 
previous night accompanied him. During the 
trip, the hack driver saw Graham geceive a re- 
volver and bowie knife from the hands of his 
companion, saying that he would need them in 
a short time. Upon the arrival of the hack in 
Sparta, the Vigilance Con mittee notified Gra- 
ham to leave within a certain number of bours, 
or remam at his own il. This he swore he 
would not do, saymg drat be would die rst. 
The Committee and ci izens, finding that Gra- 
ham di! not leave at the time appointed, 
marched in a body—numbering at least one 
hundred no for the purpose of enforcing 
their decision. He remarked when they ap- 
preached: There's a pretty good crowd of 
you.” He was thea informed of their business, 
and immediately repeated, with the addition of 
fearful oaths, the same words he said when first 
notified to leave, and at the same time he drew 
a revolver, and fired two shots at those persons 
nearest bim, but without effect. This was the 
signal for the citizens to fire, and instantly 
twelve or fifteen guns and pistols were dis- 
charged at him. He fell to the ground, and 
died upon the spot. He received four wounds, 
three of which were of a frightful character. 
Ove load of buckshot entered his left sid , 
making an orifice large enough to admit a man's 
fist, and from which the intestines protruded. 
Several large buckshot entered the left angle of 
the mouth, and came out of the right side of 
the face, tearing away a portion of the jaw. A 
bullet passed through the lower portion of the 
right lung, and another entered the right arm. 
At the ume Graham was shot, one of his as- 
sociates, named Bevel, from the neighborhood 
of st. Mary's Mo., was standing near, with a 
hatchet in his hand. When Graham fell, how- 
ever, Bevel turned and fled, and several shots 
were fired at him by the excited citizens, none 
of which took effect. Four or five persous 
met him, however, and while one held a revolv- 
er to his breast, another knocked him down, 
and he was secured. Hutchings, the man who 
accompanied Graham from Chester, was stand- 
ing a short distance from the scene of the 
shooting, and when he saw his late comrade fail, 
he tried to escape, but was overtaken by some 
of the citizens. We believe ope or two more of 
covfederates of Graham were secured, but 
did not learn their name. Bevel and Hutehings 
were then taken to the room of the vigilance 
committee, where they were guarded until near 
12 o'clock at night, when those who were watch- 
ing the prisoners were re! eved by a fresh guard. 
In a sbort time after Bevel and Hutchings were 
taken to the woods adjoming town, where a 
rope was fastened around the former's neck and 
he was swang to the limb of a tree until nearly 
suffocated, when he was lowered, and thinking 
his time on earth was about ended, he made 
such revelations as induced the committee to 
place him in the hands of justice. 

Hutchings was next strung up until life was 
nearly extinct, and in a moment after being let 

, he commenced cursing those who had 
him in charge at a round rate, and said that no 
revelations could be got from him. He was 
hauled up by the neck a second time until black 
in the face, but with like result. Finding that 
nothing could be gained by swinging him to the 
tree, it was resolved that he should be severely 
whipped. He was accordingly bound to a tree, 


but he was also proof to this mode of persua- 
sion, all the while cursing his captors in no very 
becoming manner. Finding that Hutchings was 
a plucky individual, the committee determined 
to hold him until morning, when one or two of 
the citizens should escort him out of town seve- 
ral miles This was accordingly done, and tee 
late prisener made good use of his legs—for he 
took supper in Du Quoin the same evening, 
We'nesday, and walked north on the railroad 


ot long after Graham was killed, the citizens 
of Sparta took Bevel and Hutchings to an am- 
brotype gallery, aud made them sit for their 
likenesses, which have been forwarded to Pin- 
kerton, detective of Chicago, and to the Chief 
of Police of St. Louis. 

After Hatchings left Sparta, a description of 
the fellow who murdered an old gentleman 
from Kentucky, andl then robbed him of ubar 


ult., was received. liutchings answers exactly 
to the description of the murderer. In a day 
or two after this murder was committed, a reési- 
dent of Sparta was returning from St. Lonis 
to Chester by steamboat, and he says that 
Hutchings came on the beat at the former place, 
and left at the latter, When arrested in Sparta 
the latter individual had on a new white cout 
and a new, low-crowned black hat; also, 8% 
in gold in twenty dollar pieces.

reward was offered. They accordingly followed 
him to this town, where they found that he ba 
taken supper, and started up the railroad track 
on foot..
